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Teachers’ contract 
includes $3.9 million 


in concessions

At Monday’s special meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
the board ratified a one-year agreement 
with the Van Buren Education Association 
that calls for concessions worth $3.9 
million to help the district struggle with its 
deficit budget. 

A tentative agreement was reached 
between the district and the union on May 
10 and the VBEA membership ratified the 
contract on May 24. 

The contract, that runs from July 1, 2012 
to June 30, 2013, includes 25% employee 
contributions to health insurance programs, 
higher deductibles, half-step instead of 
full-step salary increases, and 14 furlough 
days without pay. 

Teachers agreed to work these furlough 
days to assist the district through its current 
financial crisis. 

Changes also are made to sick days and 
personal business days. 

The union agrees to a calendar with 178 
student days and 184 teacher days, with 
the specific schedule to be worked out. The 
school day will be reduced by 20 minutes. 

In a written statement, School Supt. 
Michael Van Tassel showed his gratitude 
for the teachers’ concessions: 

“I want to take this opportunity to thank 
the teachers and their association for 
ratifying this agreement. 

“The last few years have been most 
difficult for public education. Major state 
funding cuts, tenure and evaluation reform, 
changes in layoff and recall procedures, 
and mandated health care costs have been 
only some of the many changes that have 
affected all of us. 

“And yet with all these changes, many 
of which are already impacting teacher 
checkbooks, our teachers agreed to some 
major financial concessions. Our teachers 
in Van Buren Public Schools made the

choice to do what is best for students and 
put the needs of this district above their 
own. 

“With so much criticism leveled at 
education and teachers in particular, it is 
most gratifying to know that this group of 
selfless educators is a part of our schools 
and community,” Van Tassel concluded.

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
approved paying Hennessey Engineers 
$4,500 to take soil borings in Judd Road to 
get a look at the existing base in preparation 
for the paving of Judd. 

At its regular meeting on May 22, the 
board voted unanimously to hold the first 
of two public hearings at 6 p.m., June 22, 
to consider a Special Assessment District 
paving project of Judd that would be paid 


for over 20 years by the residents of the 
road, based on frontage. 

The paving would be on 3.3 miles of 
Judd between Sumpter and Rawsonville 
roads and could be done this construction 
season. 

Fenster Subdivision residents, just off that 
stretch of Judd, are also being contacted to 
see if they want to sign a petition to get 
their road paved, as well, which would cut 
the cost for all involved. 

Jim Pedersen, who now is running for 


state representative, took a petition out 
to neighbors on Judd over the Christmas 
holidays. He said property taxes are down 
and people wouldn’t mind the assessment 
on their tax bill. Also, the bond market is 
good for bidding, with low interest. 
Pedersen said of all the residents on Judd, 
only two were against the paving. 
He said Judd, from Sumpter to 
Rawsonville, is completely blocked off 
during certain times of the year, referring

Last Thursday, the Wayne County Election 
Commission met to consider the language 
for a recall petition of County Executive 
Robert Ficano — and unanimously approved 
the language. 

Richard Convertino, a former federal 
prosecutor, is leading the recall drive. In 
May there was an attempt at getting similar 
recall petitions signed, but they fell short 
of the 140,000 signatures needed to put it 
on a ballot. 

Convertino said the second attempt will 
succeed because they are raising funds to 
hire 1,000 poll workers to cover the polls 
during the August Primary Election. If each 
poll worker collects 200 signatures during 
the 13-hour time period the polls are open, 
“then it is over for Ficano,” he said in a 
news advisory. 

Once he starts getting signatures, he has 
90 days to get enough. 

Convertino said Ficano is not making a 
serious attempt to correct his past mistakes 
and “outrageous” behavior. A spokesperson 
for Ficano said Convertino is just doing the 
recall to get publicity for himself.

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Belleville OKs plan for upgrades to Village Park with county parks funds

Village Park, Belleville largest city park, 
will be getting a shelter and several outdoor 
fitness stations. 

At Monday’s regular meeting, the City 
Council approved an agreement with 
Wayne County for a total of $18,000 for 
the park amenities, coming from the parks 
millage paid by taxpayers throughout 
Wayne County. 

The steel picnic shelter or resting station 
is estimated to cost $16,000, with about 
$2,000 for outdoor fitness equipment. 

In a letter to the county, City Manager 
Diane Kollmeyer said if the city can get 
the shelter up for less, any remaining funds 
will be used to purchase additional fitness 
equipment. 

Kollmeyer told the council that earlier 
this year the county called and said the city 
will have $18,000 in parks funding and so 
she, the mayor, DPW Director, Downtown 
Development Authority director, and Parks 
and Recreation Commission sat down to 
figure out what to do with the money. 

She said they decided a small, 
indestructible shelter and workout stations 
would be good, so they moved forward. 

Councilman Brian Blackburn said the 
playground equipment at Village Park is in 
dire need of replacement. Kollmeyer said 
that would cost from $100,000 to $125,000 
and the county will not be giving out big

grants like that again. The county now is 
giving little grants to communities, she 
said. 

Former City Councilman George 
Chedraue said while he thinks it is great 
to improve the parks, he is confused. He 
said the city is wanting to tear the skate 
park down because drug dealing is going 
on there. 

“What’s to keep them from moving from 
the skate park to the new shelter?” he 
asked. 

Kollmeyer said the problem with the 
skatepark is that it’s not visible and 
Village Park is mostly visible. She said 
this is the city’s largest park and it’s totally 
undeveloped. 

Chedraue pointed out that they haven’t 
determined where the workout stations will 
be, so they can’t say they will be visible. 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall said she 
has the same concerns as Chedraue. If the 
stations will be put back by the pond, it is 
difficult to see from the road. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said that 
residents in some of the homes can see the 
back areas and if the moms and dads see 
problems, they will call the police. 

“I think it will be self-policing,” Loria 
said. 

“The more people who use it, the more 
it will police itself,” Kollmeyer said of the 
park. 

When it was time to vote on the contract

with the county, Mayor Kerreen Conley 
reminded the council that she will be 
abstaining on any votes concerning Wayne 
County since she is employed by the 
county. She was authorized to sign the 
contract, however. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the closing a portion of High 
Street for Grace Baptist Church’s annual 
Fourth of July picnic from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m.,so children can play without worrying 
about traffic by the church; 

e Approved an updated fee schedule, 
which includes an increase to $50 for 
a resident to have the mayor conduct a 
wedding ceremony, $75 for non-residents, 
and $100 for out-of-town ceremonies;

money available to treat youth who are 
addicted, but the Wayne County Executive 
has determined once the youth is in the 
jurisdiction of the juvenile justice system, 
he is no longer eligible for medicare and the 
money should be applied to the prisoner’s 
debt for incarceration;

The 2011 annual Consumer Confidence Report on Water Quality show the sources of our 
water, lists the results of our tests, and contains important information about water and health. 
The Sumpter Township Water and Sewer Department will notify you immediately if there is ever 
any reason from concern about our water. We are pleased to show you how we have surpassed 
water quality standards as mandated by Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the State of 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ). The State and EPA require us to test our 
water on a regular basis to insure its safety. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small 
amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate 
that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects 
can be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 
(800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, 
ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the 
ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and 
can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage 
treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or 
result from urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil 
and gas production, mining, or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as 
agriculture, urban storm water runoff, and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are 
by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production, and can also come from 
gas stations, urban storm water runoff and septic systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and 
gas production and mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the 
amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must 
provide the same protection for public health.” 


Lead 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant 
women and young children. Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and components 
associated with service lines and home plumbing. Sumpter Township is responsible for providing 
high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing 
components. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential 
for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking 
or cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water 
tested.

Detroit River, Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S. and parts of the Thames River, Little River, 
Turkey Creek and Sydenham watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality in partnership with the U.S. Geological Survey, the Detroit Water and 
Sewerage Department, and the Michigan Public Health Institute performed a source water 
assessment in 2004 to determine the susceptibility of potential contamination. The susceptibility 
rating is on a seven-tiered scale from "very low” to “very high” based primarily on geologic 
sensitivity, water chemistry, and contaminant sources. The susceptibility of our Detroit River 
source water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to potential contamination. 
However, all four Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from Detroit River have 
historically provided satisfactory treatment of this source water to meet drinking water standards. 
DWSD has initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill 
response, and a mercury reduction program. DWSD participates in a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System permit discharge program and has an emergency response 
management plan.

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Michigan State Police 
Bomb Squad called to 
assess bomb in backpack 


The following is a news release from the 
Van Buren Township Police Department. 

On May 29, 2012 at approximately 
2:38 p.m. Van Buren Bus Transportation 
was disrupted when a student from North 
Middle School announced that he had a 
bomb in his back pack. 

A 14-year-old boy residing at the 17000 
block of Westlake Circle was on the bus 
that was pulling into the apartment complex 
when telling the bus driver that he had 
a bomb in his back pack. The bus driver 
notified the transportation department and 
contacted police. 

Upon arrival, officers made contact with 
the boy, stripped him of his back pack and 
left it outside the bus. All other students 
were evacuated from the bus along with 
the driver and taken to a safe distance away 
from the bus and back pack. 

A perimeter was established and taped 
off along with the evacuation of one of the 
buildings where the bus initially stopped. 
VB Fire was on scene and assisted with 
evacuations of residents in the building, 
including two handicapped individuals. 
Michigan State Police Bomb Squad was 
requested to the scene to evaluate the 
suspicious package. 

Detectives spoke with the 14-year-old 
boy after contacting his mother during the 
incident. The boy told detectives that a 
friend of his on the bus with him convinced 
him to tell the bus driver he had a bomb. 
The boy said he did it as a joke. 

Michigan State Police officials x-rayed 
the back pack and searched the bus and 
uncovered no improvised explosive devices 
or bomb-making material. 

All students were turned over to parents 
or guardians at the scene by police along 
with allowing residents that were displaced 
back into their building. 

Police have released the boy back into 
the custody of his parents while still 
investigating the incident and any others 
that may have played a role into the 
prank. All findings will be turned over to 
the Wayne County Juvenile Prosecutor’s 
Officer for review for charges. 

There were ten high priority calls where 
the response time was delayed because of 
this prank. It cannot be stressed enough 
on how this created a significant cost and 
strain to Public Safety Services for those 
two hours and caused delays in several 
high-priority calls within the community.

Also, in some areas 
there are no ditches at all and ditches need 
to be established. 

He said the county estimates about $1.25 
million per mile for paving and with the 
base analysis Sumpter may be able to 
reduce that cost. 

Trustee Bill Hamm said the dust on Judd 
is really bad these days but the county is 
spraying chloride to knock it down. 

Deputy Supervisor Craig Moody said 
the county is chloriding all the roads in the 
township right now, which is the earliest 
ever. 

In other business at the May 22 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved an agreement with the Nature 
Conservancy that allows the township 
to void the contract with 30-days notice. 
While the Conservancy wished the land 
it restores to be kept as is for 10 years, 
the township will be allowed to modify 
the agreement if development is desired. 
One piece of property, at Martinsville and 
Arkona, was removed from the project and 
a second piece of property may also be 
removed; 

e Discussed an ordinance amendment on 
outdoor furnaces requested by the planning 
commission.

of Cosmetology that will be open to the 
public from 8 a.m. to noon, Monday 
through Friday, offering $7 hair cuts by the 
students.

17.00 (General Building Provisions and 
Site Grades), as suggested by Hennessey 
Engineers, as well as changes to the grade 
change permit;

ordinance to amend Ordinance No. 6, 
Article 8, Section 6-92, regulating vacant, 
abandoned, and foreclosed properties; 

e Approved paying the Michigan 
Township Association dues for 2012-13 in 
the amount of $5,452.64;
